We must find the basis for 
holding out in ourselves.” 


Plea for “Offensive” Helding Ont. 
Zimmermann pleads for an offensive 


conception of holding out rather than 


passive submission to fate. There is 
also significance in the following sen- 
tences: 

“We all have equality of great interest 
in the favorable outcome of the war— 
German workmen gs German officials, 
officers and employes—the rich as well 
as the poor. 

“Perhaps too often have we called out 
to our enemigs that we are ready to 
make peace. It has been useless. We 
at home should and must, emulate the 
example of the brave soldiers in the 
field. 

“We must hold out in the true sense 
of the word, We must bury all cow- 
ardice and ever think of the difference 
between the performance of our heroes 
at the front and our hardships at home. 

„Just as we condemned strikes in am- 
munition factories because they weak- 
ened the defensive power of our gray 
field troops, so we must condemn and 
avoid the unconscious strike of the soul 
which only serves to weaken us.

SUFFRAGE BANNERS 
AT WHITE HOUSE 


AGAIN TORN DOWN 


Crowd of 1000 Destroys Signs 


Containing Utterances Held 
to Be Treasonable. 


WOMEN NOT HARMED 


They Return With New Emblems 
and Police Warn Passersby 
Not to Molest Them. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.— The persist- 
ency of suffrage sentinels at the White 
House in hoisting banners bearing in- 
scriptions interpreted as being ‘‘treason- 
able“ culminated in an anti-suffrage 
demonstration there today when nearly 
1000 persons tore down the banners for a 
second time today. 


The crowd’s victory was short lived, 
however, for in 10 minutes two more 
banners had been obtained from suff- 
rage headquarters near by. Policemen 
notified passers-by to let the banners 
alone. 

Once earlier in the day, when the suff- 
ragists appeared with a banner bearing 
the same inscriptions as that torn down 
yesterday, a small crowd demolished it 
without much demonstration. Soon after 
noon, however, the sentinels reappeared 
with a new banner stouter than the 
others, which they eXpected the crowd 
would have more difficulty in destroy- 
ing. 

Women Not Touched. 

The crowd was good natured for the 
most part, but determined in its work 
and did not attack the women who held 
the banners. Police were forced to clear 
the sidewalks in front of the White 
House several times but always man- 
aged to reach the scene of the attack on 
the banners just a moment too late. 

The crowd was not organized and 
showed no signs of interfering with the 
sentinels ,themselves until a woman, 
modestly dressed, who had been talking 
earnestly to one of the sentinels for sev- 
eral minutes, suddenly snatched one of 
the banners and ran into Pennsylvania 
avenue, ° 

In a moment the crowd got into action 
and the sentinels were surrounded. One 
by one their flags ef purple, white and 
gold were taken from them and torn 
to shreds. One standard-bearer, Miss 
Hatel Hunkins, game to the last. 
climbed upon the pedestal of one of the 
White Hovse gates and raised her ban- 
ner as high as she could over her head 
in an effort to save it. She lasted only 
a moment. A man took the pole from 
her hand, broke it over the iron gate and 
the flag of suffrage fell to the ground. 

Crowd Shifts Attack. 

After all the banners at one entrance 
had beer torn away the police began 
to disperse the crowd, but someone re- 
membered the pickets at the other en- 
trarice, and to the tooting of scores of 
automobile horns in the crowded avenue, 
the crowd charged the banner-bearers 
at the other gate. The work there was 
quickly done. One woman tore a silken 
strip from the suffrage colors on her 
hat and held it high on a pole. She was 
immediately surrounded by a guard 5f 
several other suffragists and efforts to 
take the colors away from her proved 
unavailing for several minutes. In the 
end. however, it met the fate of the 
rest, and for the first time in many 
months the White House gates were 
free of suffrage colors. 

Most of the crowd came apparently 
from the Government departments near 


by, although many people had waited in 
the park gcross from the White House 
ell morning expecting something to hap- 
pen. The police had no difficulty in 
controlling them. and while some of the 
women were not handled gently, none 
was injured. *

The pledges announced at yesterday's 
luncheon reached a total of $872,877.86, 
and this was considered as giving us- 
surance that the inillion mark would 
be passed today After tomorrow's 
luncheon, it is planned to make a more 
general solicitation, seeking subscrip- 
tions in all amounts. Up to that time, 
to subscription less than $10 a month | 
is to be sought. 

Coutest for Leadership. 

The lead in the campaign is being con- 
tested by Thomas H. West, captain of 
team No. 24, and Festus J. Wadé, cap- 
tain of team No. A. West's team is 
ahead, having received subscriptions to 
a total of $139,205. Wade's total is 90, 
300. Breckenridge Jones’ team, No. 10, 
comes third, with $76,670. The largest 
amount received by a team on Tuesday, 
the second day, was that of Jackson 
Johnson's team, No. 9, $61,870, making a 
total for his team of 858,5 0. 

Frank O. Watts, captain of Team No 
23, reported that it obtained John F, 
Queeny’s subscription of $24,000. Watts’ 
total is $64,246. 

West reported that the subscription 
which gave him the most genuine pleas- 
ure was received from a Boy Scout, who 
contributed $1. 

Soldier Contributor. 

J. C. Van Riper, captain of Team No. 
20, told of a subscription which he re- 
ceived from a boy of 18, in the uniform 
of the militia, who saw service on the 
border last summer. and whose only 
income is his pay, who handed him $2, 
saying: This is all I have.“

CHIEF STAMP CLERK IS FIRED 
FOR DISLOYAL UTTERANCES 


Business Men Who Visited Downtown 
Postoffice Reported J, H. Rein- 
hardt’s Opposition to War. 
Justus II. Reinhardt of 3510 Greer ave- 
nue, chief stanip clerk at the postoffice 
at Eighth and Olive streets, was dis- 
charged from the Government service 
yesterday on orders from Washington 
because of charges that he made dis- 
loyal remarks concerning the Govern- 
ment and the President. He had been 
a postal employe here about W years. 
A number of St. Louis business men 
had complained that Reinhardt “talked 
too much’ whe. they went to his win- 
dow to buy stamps. They resented his 
remarks and reported them.. The in- 
vestigation was made by secret service 

operatives. 

Affidavits accompanying the charges 
alleged that Reinhardt stated he was 
opposed to this country's entrance into 
the war, that the United States “had 
no business getting into the war,’’ that 
President Wilson was toting after Wail 
street, and must stand the conse- 
quences.”’ 

It was also asserted that before draft 
registration day, June 6, he said the 
Government would be surprised when 
it saw how few ratio teense ame 
would register. 


PLAN TO EXTEND EXCESS 
PROFIT TAX TO INDIVIDUALS 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Extension 
of excess profits taxes in the war reve- 
nue bill to individuals engaged in trade 
or business as well as corporations and 
partnerships, was decided upon today 
by the Senate Finance Committee. 

From the individual tax an additional 
$100,000,000 In revenue is expected. 

An exemption of $5000 In assessing the 
tax will apply to individuals on tre 
same basis as corporations. The indi- 
vidual tax would be additional to the 
meome tax. 

The object of the tax is to reach war 
profits of trade conducted personally 
and not in corporate or partnersh!p 
form. The tax, it is expected, will ap- 


ply also to professional men, such as 


physicians and dentists.

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BREWER IN ROW WITH 


HIS CLUB OVER $100) 


Resigns When He Can't Drink 
Beer Where He Pleases; Wants 
Money for Stock Back. 


Justice Wangelin, in Belleville, next 


Monday, will be called upon to decide 
whether Robert Bethmann, an Bast St 
Louis brewer, who was told that he 
couldn't drink beer all over the place,“ 
at the St. Clair Country Club, is entitled 
to recover $100 which he paid toe 4 share 


of the club’s stock when he joined it 
six years ago. 

Bethmann is general manager of the 
Heim Brewery in East St. Louls and 
third vice president of the St. Louis 
Brewing Association. He is about 60 
years old. His home at .Tenth street 
end Ohio avenue, a block ffom the Heim 
Brewery, is one of the show places of 
East St. Louis, because of its beautiful 
grounds, gardens and outdoor birdeages. 

He says it was his interition to make 
the St. Clair Country Club grounds 
‘Just as pretty as his home place if 
ne had been treated right there, but he 
decided not to do this when he found 
the club was nothing like home.” One 
difference is that at home he can drink 
beer anywhere he likes and he can't 
do that at the club. His principal 
complaint is that when he ordered beer 
in the club dining room he was told he 
muet drink it in the basement Or hire 
a private dining room.* 

Bethmann joined the club at the soll- 
citation of Thomas L. Fekete, an East 
St. Louis real estate dealer. He did so, 
as he explains, partly for geographical 
reasons. He had many friends in Belle- 
ville and the club was midway between 
Belleville and his East St: Louis home. 
He Was No Golf Player. 

“I told Fekete I was no golf player 
and asked him what arrangements the 
club had for entertaining the older mem- 
bers, said Bethmann to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. I said all I wanted 
was a table where I could sit down with 
my German friends from Belleville and 
play skat. He said I could have that 
and there also would be a tenpin alley 
and a billiard room.“ Skat is a Ger- 
man card game which calls for much 
skill“ and refreshment. — 

“I found there was no bowling alley 
and no billiard room,“ Bethmann said. 
J ordered a bottle of wine in the din- 
ing room and they told me I would have 
to go down in the cellar and drink it 
It was the same with beer. 

That finished me. I sent in my resig- 
nation and asked for my money back. 
They wouldn't give it to me.“ 

Fekete said the main trouble was that 
Bethmann wanted to “drink all over 
the place, in the dining room, on the 
porch, out in the yard. 

Rudolph Kramer, attorney for the 
club, said. We don't want to run our 
club like a beer garden. It is a place 
where we-take our wives and daugh- 
ters. 

The club is willing to give Bethmann 
a certificate for his stock, but refuses 
te refund the $10. Bethmann refuses 
to take the certificate on the ground 
that shares are now worth only 680.

Verdict Returned on Two Counts 
— Sentence to Be Pro- 
nounced Later.

day afternoon on two counts of an in- 
dictment charging him with selling mor- 
phine in violation of the Harrison drug 
act. Three other indictments on the 
same charge are still pending. 

Judge Dyer, before whom the case 
was tried, will pronounce sentence later. 
The last indictment brought against him 
was returned by the Federal grand jury 
Tuesday afternoon, while the first case 
was being tried. 

Dr. Frank T. Digges, a deputy reve- 
nue agent testified that he and sev- 
eral deputies stopped 15 persons at the 
entrance of the Benoist Building, Ninth 
ond Pine streets, on Nov. 17, 1915, and 
that each one had purchased 16 grains 
of morphine suiphate for one dollar 
from Dr. Paquin. Dr. Digges testified 
that Paquin had an office in the Vic- 
toria Building, Eighth and Locust 
streets, and that he was registered with 
the Internal Revenue Collector from 
that office. 

One of the counts charged Dr. Paquin 
with selling 16 grains of morphine sul- 
phate to Arthur Reese at the Benoist 
building, and the second count with sell- 
ing the same amount to William Long. 

Reese testified that he had been buy- 
ing the same amount every day for six 
months from Dr. Paquin. Long could 
not be found by the Government. 

Dr. Paquin teatified that he had been 
giving a reduction treatment to ali ad- 
dicts. He said they were not confined, 
but that he reduced the amount of drug 
each time. 

When he was asked whether he had 
ever cu any addicts, he said he ha! 
cured between 500 and % patients. 

Dr. J. W. Hamilton of Mount Ver 
non, III., testified that Dr. Paquin had 
cured him from the drug habit by the 
reduction treatment in 1915. Dr. Ham 
Uton sald he was not confined. 

Dr. Thomas . Manning, a witness for 
Dr. Paquin, testified that - confinement 
was not necessary., and depended mainly 
on the individual. Dr. Manning was in- 
dicted by the Federal grand jury Tuea- 
day on a charge of violating the Har- 
rison act. , 

The Government introduced witnesses 
to prove that the only way to treat 
addicts by the reduction treatment was 
by confining them.

HAS MAN ARRESTED 


Charges Former Friend With 
Cashing Check and Not Pay- 
ing Bill for Her. 


MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING 


Guardsman’s Wounds Said to 
Have Resulted From Their 
Acquaintance. 


By Lenared Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 21.—The acquaint- 
ance of Mrs. Joseph B. Foraker Jr., 
widow of a son of the late Senator For- 
aker of Ohio, and young and wealthy 
Alphonso Pelham of 45 Riverside Drive, 
has taken a strange turn. 
Mrs. Foraker caused the arrest of 
young Pelham on a charge of larceny. 
She asserted that, on March 31, she sent 
him from Chicago a check for $350, which 
she asked him to hive the Hotel Majestic 
in settlement of a bill. He cashed the 


check, she continued in the complaint, 
but did not pay the Dill. 

A detective accompanied her to the of- 
fice of Alphonso E. Pelham, the man's 
father, and made the arrest. The Pel- 
hams, father an@ son, went to Jefferson 


held the young man in $10,000 bail on a 
cha of larceny. 
Pelham's father told a reporter that. 
last April 20, his son was shot twice 
through the neck with a pistol. Young 
Pelham, a national guardsman and a 
graduate of Princeton, was laid up sev- 
eral weeks with the two wounds. One 
of the bullets nearly cut the jugular 
vein. He refused to make known at that 
time the identity of his. assailant and 
resisted all efforts to persuade him to 
prosecute. Pelham Sr. was surprised 
when he found the reporter had already 
heard of the shooting. He said he had 
believed the incident was a secret. The 
shooting grew out of the acquaintance 
of the young widow and young Pelham, 
who is 36.

In this statement I found a striking 
confirmation, from a source to be re- 
spected, of a contention now gaining 
scientific verification, that those who 
come to our shores from the continent 
of Europe become Americanized and An- 
glo-Saxonized. Many of them, indeed, 
are Americans before they have seen 


liberty’s statue—forthfarers, pioneers, 
individualists eager to throw off the 
yoke of external authority and live. 


Qualities that must not ve deprecated, 
since they are essential antecedents to 
the only social fabric that can be per- 
manent. In a celebrated American uni 
versity I could name, two of the most 
brilliant teachers of modern American 
doctrine dre by blood Polish Jews. One 
is a British citizen, educated at Oxford, 
his father being a successful manufac- 
turer in England, while the second re- 
ceived his education in the College of 
the City of New York. 


Prejudiee Against England. 
That a 
exists in the minds of certain Americans 
is an indubitable fact though it is safe 
to say, as we come to a better under- 
standing of this war, as Americans and 
British fight in it side by side, that the 
prejudice will rapidly disappear. It is 
easily understandable among Americans 
of Irigh blood, although all of these are 
by no means imbued with it. That En- 
gland would jike to solve the Irish 
problem goes without saying—but the 
question as to whose child is Ireland 
would stump a Solomon. Does she be- 
long to the Nationalists, the Ulsterites, 
or the Sinn Feins? And may not the 
three tear her to pieces among them? 


It is not, at all events, a question to 
be decided in America—but new and 
common human causes alone can eradi- 
cate past misunderstandings, persecu- 
tions and wrongs. The age is vibrant; 
and day by day new signs and won- 
ders appear, crowding one upon an- 
other. Yesterday I stood on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue while triumphantly be- 
tween the victor’s columns marched the 
remnant of the men in gray—all that 
are left of them. And as I looked across 
the tree-shaded lawn to that beautiful 
house, stately yet simple, the home of 
our Presidents, I thought of Abraham 
Lincoln, of the burden he bore, of the 
agony which in silence he suffered 
there; and I remembered how his great 
heart went out to these men who in 
their youth so nobly had fought for a 
lost cause, and to their wives and chil- 
dren, their crippled and their dead. 


Effect of German Education. 


And yet I knew that the cause was 
not lost, that in the mysterious ecunomy 
of the Spirit no cause can perish, but is 
fused with the Cause of Causes, that its 
light may burn the brighter for all man- 
kind. These men had not fought, nor 
their brothers died, in vain. And the 
Gethsemane of our great President had 
its meaning—a meaning as bright now as 
the June sunlight that fell on the Stars 
and Stripes and the Stars and Bars, on 
the Tricolor and on the banner of that 
great civilizing empire on which the 
sun never sets, whose awakening drum 
beats are heard around the world. 


And the folds of ail flutter and 
mingle together in Washington to- 
day. What is the presage? Are jeal- 
ousies and distrusts, bickerings, tar- 
iffs and war of petty national prides 
to be eternal, or are all to go march- 
ing down the wide avenue to brother- 
hood? There are those who say that 
wars will never end, but let us at 
least believe and act as if this were 
the last, though the greatest; let us 
highly resolve, if they must be 
fought, that our swords shall be 
drawn against blindness and ignor- 
ance and lust, for righteousness. 

As a great Frenchman said, “Tout 
comprendre c'est tout pardonner” 
—to understand all is to pardon all. 
But there are moments when, though 
‘understanding, we must fight. Yet 
we can exclaim when we see a Hin- 
denburg or a Hohenzollern, “There 
but for the grace of God go I!" It 
is a queer age when one is thankful 
that an accident of birth and environ- 
ment did not make him an emperor 
or a king of a magnificent, powerful 
brute in epaulets, but just. a plain 
American citizen, And this is no 
pharisee's prayer. either. 

What we used to call sin and pre- 
judice are now revealed largely as 
the results of an unscientific educa- 
tion. So with the prejudice against 
the British stamped deep in some 
American minds; school books taught 
us that Albion was perfidious, that 
the Stamp Tax was the wreatest tyr- 
anny ever perpetrated. Hence, when 
we were boys, we fourcht* against 
red-coats, and that we now have be- 
come men, the little grooves made 
when our brains were soft have de- 
come like ruts in a dried road of

And we feel a disdain and dislike when 
our silly rich imitate the British silly 
rich. This is natural, if puerile. But we 
must learn to discriminate, to remember 
that the silly rich are the same the 
world over, and that not all the rich are 
silly. This war will give them, has giv- 
en them an occupation or, as Lloyd 
George puts it—it will solve the prob- 
lem of the unemployed. A useful job is 
worth more than an income of a million 
a year. 

We are apt to forget that democracy, 
too, involves responsibility, world, re- 
sponsibility—that à democracy cannot. 
live unto itself alone. And the plain fact 
is that we have allowed a large part of 
our responsibility to rest on the shoul- 
ders of others; on the shoulders, in- 
deed, of the British empire. Without 
making any reflection on the personnel 
of our navy, or its efficiency, in size it 
has been wholly inadequate for our du- 
ties and needs. If it had not been for 
the existence of the British navy, the 
Monroe Doctrine would have been a 
dead letter long ago; and Germany 
would have satisfied her craving for 
national expansion by walking into 
Mexico or South America. It is easier 
to understand this now that her plans 
have been unmasked, now that her re- 
cent offer to Mexico has been made pub- 
lic. Britain. commanded the seas; and 
on the surface of the seas today her 
fleet stands between us and a superior 
German fleet. If she is starved into sur- 
render, we shall have to tackle the Ger- 
man fleet alone. ; 


Foundation of an Entente. 


Now an entente between nations is 
like a friendship between individuals; 
it is not founded on sentiment Alone, 
but on common aims and commo® inter- 
ests. Sentiment, in the form of proper 
understanding and mutual appreciation, 
plays an essential part. What some of 
us have not been able to see—because of 
our prejudices—is precisely that Britain 
and the United States have common 
interests and common aims, as well as a 
common literature, law and tradition. I 
have heard it declared that England 
is “handing the bag on to us. In view 
of the tr-mendous issue involved, this 
cynicism is unworthy of us; not only 
has Britain bottled up the German fleet, 
not only has she sent her finest man- 
hood to slaughter on the battlefields of 
France and Flanders, but she has 
poured our her treasure in financing her 
allies. 
Self-interest! Self-interest is a factor 
of course, a large factor—but are we 
free from it? Have moral indignation 
and jealousy of our national honor and 
sympathy for Belgium alone forced us 
into this war, or is there also in us an 
instinct that we must fight for self- 
preservation? England and Canada 
were far more generous to Belgium than 
we. Human motives are mixed, and 
always will remain so. Britain, they 
say, has come down from her high 
horse—but we are still on ours. That 
she ts grateful, appreciative of our help, 
cannot be doubted. 
am of the opinion, however, that 
the prejudice against Britain is not so 
widespread as some suppose, and that it 
is rapidly de sing. The visit of the 
British Com ion, Mr. Balfour's gra. 
cloug act in laying a wreath on the 
tomb of Washington, have helped im- 
measurably in bringing about a better 
understanding, and for the considera- 
tion and tact of the commission in deal- 
ing with our Government and people no 
praise is too high. 

From thet day in 1859 when Joseph 
Tatnall weighed anchor and went to the 
help of the sorely pressed British squad- 
ron, uttering the now famous phrase. 
“Blood is thicker than water,“ the re- 
lationship between the two naval serv- 
ices has been unique. Well, blood may 
be thicker than water; but tradition, a 
common point of view, a growing dem- 
ocratic sense of responsibility toward 
the helpless and backward of the world 
—which is Anglo-Saxoniam—is thicker 
than both.

IN NEW YORK FOR

Digging Begun in Buildings Oc- 
cupied by Alfred Cocchi, Ruth 
Cruger Suspect. 


NEW YORK, June 21.— The cellar of 
every building occupied by Alfred Cocchi, 
underneath whose shop the body of Ruth 
18-year-old high school girl, was 


Cruger, 
found buried last Saturday, is to be dug 
up by detectives to find out if more girls 
met a similar fate. Excavation began 
today in several buildings in which 
Cocchi conducted motorcycle repair 
shops and in addition detectives, work- 
ing under direction of Inspector Joseph 
H. Faurot, were assigned to investigate 
every phase of Cocchi’s life in this city. 

In an open letter to Mayor Mitchel, 
made public today, Henry D. Cruger, 
father of the murdered girl, asks for the 
removal of Commissioner Woods and 
the reorganization of the police depart- 
ment under a new head. 

No word of the arrest in Italy of 
Cocchi has been received by the police 
and it is feared that he has fled from 
Bologna, where news was last received 
from him. Both Commissioner Woods 
and District Attorney Swann believe 
Cocchi had a part in the traffic in wo- 
men in this city, as revealed by Mrs. 
Grace Humiston, attorney for the Cruger 
family. 

Eight detectives were assigned today 
to the Bureau of Missing Persons. Rec- 
ords of the bureau show that since Jan. 
1, between 700 and 800 girls and young 
women have been reported as missing. 

Mrs. Humiston said yesterday that if 
the authorities coula get a statement 
from Cocchi ho would involve so many 
persons of importance that the case 
would be one of the most sensational 
ever exposed. 

For two hours yesterday Mrs. Marie 
Cocchi, wife of the fugitive, was ques- 
tioned at the District Attorney’s office. 
She insisted she knew nothing that 
would throw tight on Miss Cruger’s dis- 
appearance or murder. She was not in 
his shop Feb. 13, the day the young 
woman disappeared, she said, and be- 
cause of coolness between her husband 
and herself, she did not visit his shop 
from Sept. 8, :16, until two days after 
Miss Cruger was reported missing from 
her home and after her husband had 
fled. 

Mayor Mitchel expressed confidence in 
Commissioner Woods after a conference 
with him and paid high tribute to his | 
efficiency. At the same time he an- 
nounced that at the suggestion of Woods 
an investigation would be made of po- 
lice activities which will be independ- 
ent of the one the commissioner has 
crdered to be made through police 
channels.

HOUSE SATURDAY 


Enactment of Measure in Senate 
Within Two or Three Weeks 
Is Looked For. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Debate on 
the food-control bill moved along swiftly 
today in the House and reached the 
stage of discussion under the five-min- 
ute rule. Passage some time Saturday 
seems to be assured. 

Republicans will confer tonight for a 
general discussion of the measure, but 
leaders said no attempt would be made 
to bind members to vote for or against 
the bill. There were fewer than 50 
members on the floor when the House 
convened today, so Representative Le- 
ver, in charge of the bill, called for a 
quorum, and for the first time since the 
bill came up, more than half the House 
appeared. 

Discussion of whether time under the 
five-minute rule would be liberal brought 
former Speaker ‘Cannon to his feet. 

“Henceforth, until the bill is passed, a 
quorum should be here,“ he said. If I 
have a message I will not deliver it to 
25 or 30 men.”’ 

The general belief at the Capitol is 
that the Senate will pass the food-con- 
trol meastre within two or three weeks. 
Senator Chamberlain, its pilot in the 
upper branch, expressed the belief to- 
day that it might go through by July 
1, as urged by President Wilson. 

Prohibition forces in the House debate 

outlined the dry“ drive they will make 
on the bill. One amendment, by Repre- 
sentative Webb of North Carolina, pro- 
poses to empower the President to com-

BAD CE IN ARCTIC 


Four Months on Journey, En- 
countered Many Perils. 


NEW YORK; June 21.—De. Harrison J. 
Hunt of Bangor, Me., surgeon of the sc- 
called Crocker land expedition, headed 
by Donald B. MacMillan, has arrived in 
this city and told the story of his per- 
flous journey by sledge over the ice of 
Melville Bay, far in the Arctic, from 
the North Star Bay to Egesesminde. He 
began his trip Dec. 18, 1916, and was ac- 
companied as far south as Upernavik 
by W. Elmer Ekblaw, another member 
of the party. 

The other members of the Crocker 
land expedition were in excellent health 
when he left, Dr. Hunt said, but it is 
imperative that relief be sent to them 
at once, for their supplies are very low. 
Dr. Hunt and Ekblaw left North Star 
Bay with six sledges and were accom- 
panied by five Eskimos. There was 
deep snow and the weather was gen- 
erally bad. When they got out on the 
ice at Melville Bay they found the 
winter had been comparatively open and 
the ice, which was three inches thick 
and very porous, was continually bound- 
ing beneath them. The long sledge jour- 
ney of 1400 miles, which took from Dec. 
18, 1916, until April 16 of this year, was 
attended by many perils. 

Knud Rasmussen, Danish explorer, 
who went part of the way with the two 
scientists, said the conditions for sledg- 
ing were the wost he ever had seen. 
Although there were many narrow es- 
capes, only one sledge was thrown in 
the water. 

The supplies run low toward the end 
of the journey and five of the dogs died 
of starvation. Food was eked out with 
polar bear and narwhale meat, whica 
was obtained from Eskimo caches. At 
night the party camped under the lee of 
icebergs.

tried to arrest him. He first shot and 
killed Sheriff May and then killed Luek- 
er after being twice wounded. 

The shooting was witnessed by many 
persons at the station and the news 
spread rapidly. Sentiment was aroused 
to such an extent that Mayor Krughoff 
ordered all saloons closed and placed a 
special guard around Rice's home. 
Though apparently mortally wounded, 
Rice remained at his home without med- 
ical attention for more than ‘five hours.

istration of internal affairs was the 
establishment of a ‘sound System of 
education, Under the Turkish regime 
there were only two schools in the 
Basrah Vilayet (or district), one in 
Basrah itself and the other in the 
suburb of Ashar. In these, which 
were badly managed and very ex- 
pensive, the principal language taught 
was Turkish, Arabic being only a 
secondary consideration, and respec- 
table Arabs hesitated to send their 
boys to the schools. 

It was essential that well-conduct- 
ed educational establishments should 
be provided, for the Arab residents 
were very anxious that their children 
should be given an opportunity of 
learning English, as being necessary 
for a successful mercantile career. It 
was also advisable to provide a sup- 
ply of educated Arab youths to enter 
the Government service, thus as far 
as possible avoiding the use of em- 
ployes of a different race and lan- 
guage.

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RUMANIA SHORT OF SUPPLIES 


O. June 1 (Correspondence).—A 
n mission to the United States, 
Whose object is to awaken an interest 
in Rumanian affairs, has arrived in 
Tokio. It is composed of Dr. Vasile 
Lucacin, Lieut. Ton Motza and Lieut. 
Vasile Stoica. Lieut. Stoica said the 
Russian situation had greatly affected 
the position of Rumania.
